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the Senate bill, and the Senate killed the 
House bill. At the special session the Sen- 
ate passed a general bill and sent it to the 
House; There was a fierce struggle in the 
Senate. The lobby was opposed to any bill, 
of course, but favored the general bill rather 
than the special. The anti-lobby Senators 
were never able to force a direct yote on 
the straight railroad bill. The general bill 
was thrust in as a substitute and passed. 

For a month the House took no action on 
fellow-servant bills. They were in- 
troduced at the beginning of the 
session and referred to committees. 
There they slept for a month. Democratic 
Representatives offered resolution after res- 
olution to require the committees to report 
the bills to the House, but all such resolu- 
tions were voted down by the Republicans. 
as the Journal will show. For weeks the 
House was idle, adjourning day after day 
without doing anything, and refusing. to 
consider fellow-servant bills. 

“After the Senate had passed a general bil! 
the House suddenly bestirred itself. A 
special bill was then reported and passed. 
That bill reached the Senate Friday last. 
But the Senate, after passing a general bill, 
has adopted a joint resolution to adjourn 
on Saturday, and has sent that to the House 
immediately after sénding its general bill; 
so that both the Senate bill and the ad- 
ournment resolution were pending in the 

ouse at the same time. ow, as I have 
said, in this state of the case the House 
2332 a special bill and sent it to the 

enate on Friday. But under the Consti- 
tution that bill could not be acted on in 
the Senate before Monday, as it requires 
three days to pass an original bill. 

The adoption by the House of the Senate 
resolution to adjourn to-day operated there- 
fore to preclude any action by the Senate on 
the House bill. The Senate could not have 
acted on that bill before next Monday. This 
morning the House met at 10 o’clock, took 
up the general bill parece by the Senate, 
and amended it by substituting a special bill. 
That.was sent over to the Senate about 11 
o'clock. Then the House ado ted the joint 
resolution to adjourn at 12 o’clock; that left 
the Senate about an hour in which to print, 
examine and pass the bill and also to wind 
up its business’ preparatory to adjournment. 

“It was utterly impossible, as everybody 
knew, to secure a vote in the Senate within 
an hour. After the amendment was printed 
the Senate had just fourteen minutes left 
until 12 o’clock. One opponent to the Dill 
could easily take an hour out. 


In this way both houses have dealt with 


the question. The people can easily tell to 
what extent either has acted in geod faith. 
I simply state the facts, without comment. 
The executive branch of the government has 
been for special legislation. That branch 
is Democratic. So far as the executive de- 


partment is representative of the Demd- 


cratic party, it opened the fight for thts 
legislation and stood By it to the end. The 
Senate is almost evenly divided. 

“Of the Senators who favored the legisla- 
tion, there was a fair division between Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans. It was not treated 
as a party question in that body. In the only 
test vote taken, eight Democrats and six 
Republicans recorded themselves in favor of 
a straight bill. In the House in the vote to 
pass a straight bill there were 21 nay# Of 
these there were six Democrats, one Po 
ulist, and fourteen Republicans. The bulk 
of the Democrats of the House have stood 


in favor of Legislation. They sought in vain 


to force the bills from the committee 1 
time for deliberate action, and voted again 
the final adjournment so as to give the 
Senate time to act on the House bill and 
to compel action thereon. Such is the his- 
tory of this transaction. It is quite clear 
that neither House has reason to congratu- 
late itself.“ 

Continuing, the Governor said: After all 
we have secured an election law in favor of 
honest elections, and the lobby is foreed 
from cover into the open field. The people, as 
it now stands, can deal with Kt as it is. The 
fight is not ended yet.’

MISSOURI'S SHANE. 


The extra session ended yesterday. It 
lasted four weeks and five days and 
cost the people of Missouri upwards of 
$66,000. The only work accomplished at 
the session was the passage of the Hlec- 
tion bill. The only, members who did 
any real work during the session were 
the members of the conference committee 
on that biii. If six bricklayers should 
demand $1.75 each for as little work as 
was done by all the rest of the members 
of the Senate and House during the ses- 
sion, it would be the duty of the con- 
tractor to discharge them rather than 
pay it. For all time to come membership 
in the Legislature that has just gone 
home will be a badge of dishonor, 

Gov. Stone’s mistake in calljng it to- 
gether was that he had more faith in 
it than others who knew it better or than 
the result has justified. He believed that 
when the Legislature was confronted 
with a plain and unmistakable issue be- 
tween decency and degradation, it would 
choose the side of decency. This was his 
mistake. He overestimated the virtue 
of Legislators and underestimated the 
power of the Lobby. 

Now that the matter is ended it is 
proper to say that the Post-Dispatch 
had no sanguine expectations at the be- 
ginning and is not surprised now. It 
knew that the men brought together in 
extra session had been together for sev- 
eral months in the regular session, ex- 
posed to the Lobby’s blandishments. It 
knew that long before they had any idea 
of being compelled to face such issues 
as the extra session thrust upon them, 
many of them had compromised them- 
selves hopelessly with lobbyists who 
would exact their pound of flesh to the 
last fraction of an ounce. It suspected 
(what it now knows) that there were 
scores of members who would not dare 
oppose the Lobby’s mandates for fear of 
being publicly disgraced. It suspected 
(what it now knows) that there were a 
number of “statesmen’’ posing as incor- 
ruptible friends of the people who would 
show the livid marks of the Lobby’s 
brand when compelled to discard their 
robes of hypocrisy. 

Does this mean that the extra session 

was a fallure? Not at all. Gov. Stone's 
charge is proved. The Lobby rules at 
Jefferson City. This fact has been made 
so plain that the people of the State have 
been unable to avoid seeing it. The ap- 
peal now lies from corrupt, venal, lobby- 
scarred legislators to the people at the 
polls. To them it will be carried. 
‘As Gov. Stone says, “the fight is not 
ended yet.” So far as the Post-Dispatch 
fa concerned it will not be ended until 
the Lobby is driven from Jefferson City 
and the people's will and not the rall- 
reads’ permission determines legislation 
for Missouri.

CYCLING PRECAUTIONS. 


The Associated Cyclers’ Clubs are act- 
ing wisely in asking for an ordinance 
prohibiting cyclers from riding on the 
Streets at a greater speed than twelve 
miles an hour and requiring them to use 
Ughts at night and alarm ‘gongs. 

The great increase in the number of 
wheelmen has made it most important 
that precautions be taken to guard 
against accidents. With hundreds of 
wheelmen darting hither and thither 
among vehicles the dangers of the streets 
must be greatly increased unless strin- 
gent rules of safety are-enforced. Many 
of the younger riders are reckless of 
danger and speed at a tremendous rate 
on crowded thoroughfares, The other 
day a young man going at the rate of 
about twenty miles an hour dashed into 
a little girl who was ignorant of his ap- 
proach. Fortunately he and his bicycle 
were worse damaged than ‘his victim and 
her bicycle. 

The nolselessness of the wheels com- 
bined with great speed and disregard 
of rules and precautions make accidents 
certain. They will become more frequent 
as the number of wheelmen increases and 
will result in severely repressive meas- 
ures unless the danger is lessened by 
timely regulations. | 

Not only should an ordinance be passed 
with reasonable provisions for the regu- 
lation of riding on streets, but rules 
of the road should be generally promul- 
gated for the information of new wheel- 
men. Both public safety and the interest 
of cycling demand these precautions,

St. Louis Democrats Say It Should Be 
Called in the Regular Way. 


Here are the expressions of some St. Louis 
Democrats who are opposed to the plan of 


Democratic Central Committee, for calling 


a State convention in July to discuss the 
silver question: 

Chairman Hugh Brady of the City Central 
Democratic Committee said: I want a silver 
convention, and I believe most of the mem- 
bers of the committee do; but I am certainly 
opposed to the method of getting it. If this 
precedent is established any one may call 
a convention.” 

Col. C. P. Ellerbe said: “Without reference 
to the purposes of the call, or to the merits 
of any question that such a convention may 
consider, I think this is a foolish move. 
What such a convention does cannot have 
the force of any officfal declaration of the 
Democratic organisation of the State.“ 

Thomas E., Barrett said: There is only 
one recognized authority that can call a 
State convention, and that is the State Com- 
mittee of the party. That committee was 
elected one year ago to serve for two years, 
and only some point 3 neglect or vio- 
lation of duty would justify the people in 
going over its head.. I think this mode of 
getting a convention is a very unwise one.“ 
 Ex-CounciJlman T. P brother of the 
Excise Commissioner, said: If the conven-- 
tion simply ratifies the Chicago and Kansas 
City financial planks, I believe it would be 
all right, but it would not have the force of 
an official declaration by the organized Dem- 
ocracy of the State.

LONDON, May 2%.—To the delight of 
everybody except the undertakers and kin- 
dred professions, London had a return of 
fine weather this week, and the great 
metropolis is overflowing with American 
tourists, who are occupying che best rooms 
at the hotels and making things interesting 
and lively in the fashionable shopping dis- 
tricts. 

Much attention has been attracted to the 
party of distinguished Americans which has 
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been occupying the best apartments at the 
aristocratic Hotel Bristol since Saturday 
last. Its members consist of Mr. W. C. 
Whitney, formerly Secretary of the United 
States Navy; Miss Whitney and Mrs. South- 
gate; Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, accompanied 
by her son and daughter; Mr. Pierre Jay, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ogden Goelet and ex-Mayor 
Abram 8. Hewitt of New York. The bag- 
gage of this party filled the hotel lobby and 
corridors and the arrival of the Americans 
was the signal for the invasion of their 
apartments by a small army of dressmak- 


ers, tailors and shopmen, who had been 
lving in wait for the travelers. 

The Goelets have been deluged with in- 
vitations to various aristocratic gatherings, 
and their presence here, as well as the 
warm manner in which.they have been re- 
ceived, has caused a renewal of the circula- 
tion of the rumors that there is a possi- 
bility of the Prince of Wales accompanying 
them to the United. States in order to be 
present at the races for the America’s 
cup in September. It is impossible to get 
at the truth of this matter at present, but 
those who noticed the Prince's partiality 
for the company of Mr. and Mrs. Goelet 
during the yachting season on the Medit- 
erranean, when the Prince was their guest 
on board the Whyte Ladye, woulé not be 
astonished if the report turns out to be 
correct. 

CROKER AND WHITNEY. 

Among the persons who called upon Mr. 
Whitney on Tuesday last was Mr. Richard 
Croker of New York, the famous Tammany 
leader. Mr. Croker had a long interview 
with the ex-Secretary and it has caused 
much gossip among the Americans here who 
have kept themselves in touch with New 
York State politics as well as with national 
affairs. The subject of the conversation 
between Messrs. Whitney and Croker is not 
known, but naturally there are people who 
claim that the names of the possible pres- 
idential candidates of both parties were 
88 by the two statesmen from New 

ork . 

Another gentleman here in whom con- 
siderable interest is taken by the American 
Colony, is ex-Mayor Hugh J. Grant of New 
York, who is engaged in seeing the sights 
in company with his bride, a daughter of 
Senator Murphy of Troy, N. Mr. and 
Mrs. Grant are among the latest arrivals 
here, having previously spent a week in 
Ireland. They will go to the Continent 
next week and will do“ Paris thoroughly 
in addition to visiting other cities. Inci- 
dentally it may be added that Mr. Grant 
and Mr. Croker have met and will meet 
again while in London, and New Yorkers 
are the persons who can form the best 
idea of the probable subject of their chats. 

The dinner of the Society of Authors 
on Thursday night, which was presided 
over by Mr. Bell, manager of the London 
Times, was a notable gathering. A young 
Chicagoan, Mr. Herbert Stone, publisher of 
the Chap Book, among the veteran publish- 
ers and authors present, attracted much at- 
tention. Mr. Herbert Stone, although he 
has only just graduated from Harvard, is 
already senior’ partner of the firm of Stone 
& Kimball. 

The Daily Chronicle yesterday comment- 
ing on the dinner remarked: That there is 
no serious breach between ‘the greedy auth- 
or’ and the ‘generous publisher,” was shown 
by the presence of a number of publishers, 
who, from their happy appearance, showed 
— there is no danger of starvation among 
them.“ 

Much curiosity and comment has been ex- 
cited in the medical circles of London by 
the news item in the Times that Dr. Allan 
McLane Hamilton, the eminent New York 
fg pate on brain diseases, and who, was 
the Government's expert in the prosecu- 
tion of Guiteau, had taken a residence in 
London for three months each year and 
would practice his profession both here and 
in New York.

VANITY FAIR.

t appears that the application of the 
dowager Duchess of Marlborough, formerl? 
Mrs. Louls Hammersly of New York, who 
wished to be presented to the Queen on her 
marriage to Lord William Beresford, was 
returned to her through the Lord Chamber- 
lain’s office, where such applications are 
filed, with the endorsements in the hand- 
writing of Queen Victoria that her majes- 
ty could only receive her as Lady William 
Beresford, and that she could not retain 
her previous higher title, as she has often 
done. Consequently the charming’ lady, 
who is generally known as the “American 
Duchess, will in future have only her place 
in precedence at court as Lady William 
Beresford, and will not have the right to 
sit on the coveted bench reserved for 
Duchesses at state balls and other court 
functions. 

The second incident which is being eager- 
ly discussed by the gossips is in connection 
with the drawing room of Wednesday last, 
where the Princess Louise (Marchioness of 
Lorne), third daughter of Queen Victoria, 
represented the Queen in place of the Prin- 
cess of Wales, who had been first selected 
for the honor. It was given out that the 
indisposition of the Princess of Wales was 
the cause of her refusing to be present, 
but it would seem that the health of the 
Princess of Wales was not the real cause 
of her absence from Buckingham Palace 
last week.

DUKEDOM OF HAMILTON. 

A week after the event, London journal- 
ism was awakened to the fact that there is 
— interest in the character and antece- 

ents of the hitherto unknown young man 
who has succeeded to the great political, 
economic and social influence of the Duke- 
dom of Hamilton. Only one of the papers, 
however, and that published in the after- 
noon, seems te have realized any import- 
ance in the event, but from its brief para- 
graph we learn that the new Duke is in his 
thirty-third year, has been in the navy, but 
retired with the rank of Heutenant about 
three years ago after he had suffered from 
a paralytic seizure, from the effects of which 
he has never recovered. He has since lived 

uletly with his three sisters, mostly in n- 
— in a house given him by the late Duke. 
I can add to these meager details that the 
young man is unmarried, and it is said he 
will not enjoy his new honors long. 

In case of his death without issue the 
Dukedom will go to andther cousin. His 
own relationship to the late Duke was very 
remote and vividly illustrates the curiosi- 
ties and uncertainty of successions to Eng- 
lish peerages, he being descended only from 
a brother of the great grandfather of his 

redecessor. Hig ill health, whatever may 

e his private character, will at least pre- 
vent him from the teriffic extravagances 
on the turf, with women and at the gaming 
table, for which the unhappy tenants of the 
late Duke had mainly to suffer. His body 
is now on its way home and will be deposi- 
‘ted in, probably the most costly private 
mausoleum in the western world. It was 
built by his grandfather and cost nearly a 
million dollars. It is a square building, sur- 
mounted by a round tower and stone cupola, 
with bronze gatés copied from those of the 
Baptistry at Florence. Its bullder is him- 
self buried there in the alabaster sarcopha- 
gus of an ng Stee Queen, which he pur- 
chased early in lifé-in upper E t, This 
was kept in the Hamilton palace for many 
years. The Duke frequently lay down in it, 
and finding it too small for his body, left 
directions that, if necessary, his breastbone 
should be sawn through so that it might 
be doubled up and thus he be laid within 
the coffin, 

As a si of the times it was announced 
on Thursday last in the House of Commons 
that the Duke of Cambridge, as the ranger 
of Hyde Park, has been compelled to give a 
reluctant consent “to the admissfon into 
the park of bicyclists.

| FARMING IN THE CITY. 


When Out Driving To-Day Inspect the 
Detroit Plan Lots. 


The lots under cultivation by the Detroit 
Plan Committee can be seen to-day by those 
who go out for a walk or a drive. 
The main tract is at the intersection of 


Klemm and Botanical avenues, one block 
north of Tower Grove Park and one block 
east of Shaw’s Garden. Bight —— honest. 
hard-working citizens have planted pota- 
toes and other vegetables there. The first 
lot planted is at the southeast corner of 
Sarah and Washington avenue, where the 
vegetables are page peeping above 
ground. Another lot, close by, is that do- 
nated by Dr. Sale, on Morgan, south side, 
west of Sarah. Another, in the same neigh- 
borhood, is that donated by E. C. Sterling, 
on Olive, 80 feet west of Boyle. Another 
large lot is on Boyle, ‘near Gratiot, and still 
another, not far away, is west of Boyle on 
the south side of Laclede. These lots are 
all easily accessible and are under careful 
cultivation, 
The remaining lots are scattered over the 
The work of the committee has pro- 
rapidly since last Sunday, and 
another week of equal success will make a 
fine showing for the plan in St. Louis. Tho 
only drawback has been the difficulty of se- 
curing suitable ground in the Northern part 
of the city, from which district most of the 
applications come.

Some of 
them will work in the early morning and late 
evening hours on these lots, doing their 
daily Work for wages as usual. Others will : 


In many c the work will be done by 
the wife and children, while the husband 
and father is toiling for the daily bread. 
There are hundreds of acres of productive 
land inside the limits of the city, which may 
be put to good use under this plan. The 
committee are merely beginning the good 
work this season. In Detroit 900 families 
were put to work last year under this plan, 
and the crop. of potatoes alone was more 
than 40,000 bushels, besides the onions, 
cabbages and other vegetables raised and 
consumed, of which no account was taken. 
What was accomplished there may be du- 
plicated ten fold in St. Louis next season. 
The . of potatoes may proceed here 
until the first of July, and a good crop may 
be expected from any good soil used. In 
case of a drouth city water can be turned on 
most of the lots, and what the clouds fail 
to give the hoge may supply. The popular- 
ity of the plan in St. Louls has been dem- 
onstrated by the generous contributions of 
seeds and implements, and the ready tie- 
sponse of deserving people to the invitations 
of. the committes.to apply for lots. 
The gratitudé and the enthusiasm char- 
acteristic of those who have already planted 
the lots they have taken up has been en- 
couraging to the citizens who have this 
movement in hand. It is not the bestowal 
of charity, it is the giving of work and op- 
portunity to people who have the seif- 
respect and the pride out of which comes 
gratitude, and which makes it a very pleas- 
ant pri help others.

The countrymen were aided by further 
crop-damage news of the most dolorous de- 
scription from Indiana, Illinois, Missouri 
and Kansas. At the opening, the trading 
for a moment or two was being done sim- 
ultaneously at from 75%c down to 74%c, the 
latter figure proving to be the lowest price 
of the day. 

The week's clearances of wheat and flour 
from Bh coasts amownted-to 2,754,000 bush- 
els, ainst 2,397,000’ bus heels on the week 
raced g. There is a gap of 1,500,090 bush- 
els between the extreme estimate of the de- 
crease which will be shown in the visible 
supply on Monday. The extremes are 2, 

000 bushels and 3,500,000, against 762,000 bush- 
els a year ago.

Later, however, the market rallied, 
influenced by the strength in wheat; but, 
like corn, the closing prices of yesterday 
were overreached but a trifle. 

At the close the high prices were prevail- 
ing. There is a heavy feeling in oats which 
heretofore has been greatly suppressed by 
the strong influence the wheat market ex- 
ercises over it, but to-day the big decline at 
the start gave a more independent tone to 
this cereal, and with a weaker cash market 
to assist for the first time in a long period 
fluctuations refused to readily respond to 
the advance

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Prof. Waterhouse Tells How He Left Washington 
University. | 


The mention of the name of Lleut.-Gen. 
John M. Schofield as a candidate for Presi- 
dent on the Democratic ticket recalls to 
mind the brief residence of one year of that 
distinguished citizen in St. Louis. 

He was professor of mathematics and nat- 
ural philosophy in Washington University 
from 1860 to 1861. His departure from that 
institution of learning was out of the usual 
formal order. 

At the cail to arms, Gen. Schofield, then 
on a leave of absence from West Point, 
where he had earned the title of Lieutenant, 
left the school without a moment’s notice 
and entered immediately upon the career 
which has made him one of the foremost 
men of the country to-day.

on the faculty of Washington University 
who was associated with Gen. Schofield at 
that time, tells a pretty story of the abrupt 
leave-taking of the now famous General 
from his humble position of pedagogue for 
the stirring scenes of civil war. He it was 
who called the young Lieutenant out of 
church and delivered the order which sent 
him to the front. 

Sir Charles Gibson, who was then sta- 
tioned in Washington, details the events 
which led to the promotion of the young 
Lieutenant to the command of the Union 
forces in Missouri. He paints a picture of 
justice and fair dealing triumphing over 
lawlessness, cruelty and bitter strife and 
the general restoration of order after the 
chaotic period which marked the beginning 
of the war in this State, 

The other reminiscences are equally enter- 
taining and instructive, as they relate to a 
man of more than national prominence, of 
whom the people may have reason to make 
further inquiry before many months have 
elapsed. They are replete with incidents 
that occurred in St. Louis and the imme- 
diate vicinity, many of which will be re- 
called by hundreds of the older generation 
here, while the fact that little, if any, of the 
story has ever before been told in print 
gives it a freshness and a color that add to 
its intrinsic worth. 


SUMMONED HIM TO SERVICE. 


Prof. Waterhouse Tells How Gen. 
Schofield Left Washington University. 

Prof. 8. Waterhouse, the senior profes- 
sor at Washington University, who has 
been an instructor there ever since the 
school was founded with the exception of 
the first ten weeks, knew Gen. Schofield 
well. He is the only member of the present 
faculty who taught in the school side by 
side with the man whose name is now 80 
prominently mentioned for the Presiden- 


cy. 
Prot. Schofield succeeded Prof. John J. 
Reynolds in the chair of mathematics and 
physics in what was then the polytechnic 
department of the university. This was in 
1860. He held the position one year. He and 
Prof. Waterhouse were intimate friends. 
The latter was seen in his office at the uni- 
versity yesterday by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter and asked for some reminiscence 


concerning Gen. Schofield. After a mo- 
ment’s hesitation, Prof. Waterhouse said: 
“During Gen. Schofield’s connection with 
the school he showed marked indications of 
ability, and was very much respected. He 
lived very quietly and, of course, none of 
us suspected the greatness that was in 
him. His career was very similar to that 
of nearly every other college professor. 
The most interesting incident I recall in 
connection with him occurred on April 21, 
1861, when I went to the litttle church at 
the corner of Seventeenth and Olive sts. 
what is now Chatsworth hall and called 
him out in the midst of the service. It was 
agreeable privilege to convey to Leut. 
Schofield ,the summons to active duty. The 
republic needed his services. He never 
taught another day in Washington Uni- 
versity. His prompt response to the call of 
his country was the beginning of an emi- 
nently useful and distinguished career. 
“During the time Gen. Schofield was a 
‘professor in the university he was on 
leave of absence from West Point Military 
School, where he had a title of Lieutenant. 
With me on that, to me, memorable day, 
was ex-Mayor John How, who came to 
me in his search for my associate, suppos- 
ing I would be able to tell him where Lieut. 
Schofield could be found. I suggested he 
might be at church, as it was then about 11 
o'clock and we went there together. 
Liuet. Schofield went from the church 
to the arsenal. A pecullar difficulty there 
confronted the commanding officer. In- 
dividual volunteers could not be accepted 
as United States soldiers. The army regu- 
lations, which oo no discretionary 
powers prescribed that only regiments fully 
organized and approved by the Governor of 
the State could be mustered into the Fed- 
eral service. But the then Governor of Mis- 
souri was disloyal and strenuously opposed 
to a levy of Union troops. A technical for- 
mality was not, however, permitted to ob- 
struct the defense of the State. In this exi- 
2 the Government conferred upon 
Lieut. Schofield special authority to muster 
2000 volunteers into the service of the 
United States. In a letter to me Gen. Scho- 
field related the events which took place 
immediately after he

If Missouri 
had seceded, it is probable that other border 
States would have abſured their alleg.ance 
and joined the Southern Confederacy. With- 
out the powerful aid of the border States, 
it is quite unlikely that the War of the 
Rebellion would have resulted in the re- 
establishment of the Union. Had it not 
been for the invaluable services of the lead- 
ers who won the early successes, the Amer- 
ican people might not now enjoy the price- 
less blessings of a free and united republic.

“Now a word as to how all this came 
about. The bombardment of Sumpter had 
startled the nation from its dreams of 

ace, The meee & tragedy of civil war 

ad un. esident Lincoln had sum- 
moned 000 volunteers to defend the im- 
periled Union. Patriots had resolved that 
the fair fabric which our fathers built 
should not be shattered by disloyal hands. 
Political passions were stirred to their 
depths. It was certain that all the extreme 
Southern states misled by sectional feeling, 
would secede, and it was feared that the 
border states, influenced by the interests of 
similar institutions, would follow the treas- 
onable precedent. 


The attitude of Missouri excited grave 
apprehensions. All the chief officers were 
disunionists. The turbulence of public sen- 
timent was a portent of the wild disorder 
and civil strife that soon followed. If 
the Confederate armies had been re-inforced 
with troops and supplies which its large 
population and vast resources enabled Mis- 
souri to contribute it would have been a 
far more difficult task to prevent the dis- 
memberment of the Union. It was also 
highly probable that the action of Missouri 
would govern the action of other border 
states. Loyal citisens recognizing the in- 
estimable rtance of issouri to the 
Union strove with heroic energy to prevent 
its secession. Happily their efforts were 
crowned with success. Though the state 
was crimsoned with the blood of its citizens 
its allegiance to the National Government 
was never formally renounced. 


‘In April, 1861, the intensity of political 
feeling in the state foreboded bloodshed. It 
was obvious that the outbreak of hostilities 
could not long be deferred. ere were 
numerous indications that the rebel leaders 
were secretly preparing to seize St. Louis 
and the Arsenal at Carondelet. The success 
of their insidious plots would undoubtedly 
have precipitated the secession of the state. 
If the adherents of the Southern Confeder- 
acy had gained possession of the largest 
city in the Mississippi Valley and the 80,000 
stand of arms in the Arsenal, the moral in- 


fluence would, in all probability, have led 
Missouri to relinquish its connection with 
the Union. 


“Saturday, April 20, was a holiday at the 
University, and being a warm supporter of 
the Union cause, I was out seeking the 
latest news. Wm. editor of the 
St. Louis Democrat, a stanch supporter of 
the Union, was a frequent and friendly 
source of political information. In our con- 
versation on this occasion the dangers 
which threatened St. Louis and the Arsenal 
were dismissed.and the hope was expressed 
that Capt. Lyon was fully prepared to — 
the attack which rumors hourly growing 
more alarming, assert was soon to be 
made. He asked me why I did not go to 
the Arsenal and tell Capt. Lyon what I had 
heard. I replied I was not acquainted with 
Capt. Lyon. Mr. McKee gave me a letter 
ot intromuetion and I set out for Caronde- 
let on the next train within the hour. The 
note was delivered through the sentinel at 
the gate and I was 83 admitted and 

received. I told him the object of 
my was to report to him the public 
alarm for the safety of St..

Obvi- 
ously the real object of the State troops 
which were encamped in the suburbs near 
this city was to capture St. Louis and the 
Arsenal. Their urgent need of arms and 
money would force them to make an at- 
tack. A repulse would mean more than 
the humiliation of local defeat. It would 
the failure of their attempts to sever 

the ties which bound Missouri to the Union. 
The success of the rebel movement depend- 
ed upon celerity of action. As every day's 
delay lessened.the probability of victory, it 
was reasonable to anticipate an early onset. 
“after a recital of the many rumors that 
were alarming Union men it was stated that 
no personal proof of their truth had been 
found, but their intrinsic probability seemed 
to be of sufficient: ground for credence and 
action. Capt. Lyon said these rumors 
seemed to justify the peers apprehensions 
of an immediate attac Where interests 
so momentous were involved it was im- 
possible to exercise too great caution. He 
sent an officer in citizen’s dress to the city 
to visit the saloons, stroll along the streets 
and observe | apa of men wherever he 
saw them and report their conversation to 
him. He ordered the. guard doubled and 
cannon planted to repel an attack. At the

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MAJOR FOSTER’S OPINION. 


He Holds Schofield in High Regard 
as a Soldier and Statesman. 


Maj. Foster, Secretary of the Board of 
Public Improvements, said. 
“I first met Gen. Schofield in the stormy 


days of 1861 in the Missouri campaign, As 
commander at Lone Jack in Jackson Coun- 
ty, Mo., I was brought into intimate asso- 
ciation with him. I have never since then 

the friendship I have en- 
joyed with him. 

“Gen. Schofield would be the strongest 
candidate the Democrats could select. No 
old soldier could object to Schofield, and 
none would. The bond between soldier and 
commander is a strong and enduring one, 
and the men who learned to know Schofield 
thirty years ago have not forgotten the 
8 of the qualities which then earned 
heir regard. 1 

“What the country at large thought of 
him, and how his superiors regarded hi 
may be judged from the honors — 
upon him. The revival of the command of

McNeal concluded that one Union man in 
his district had been foully dealt with, and 
thereupon he ordered ten Southern men to 
be shot. Some Union troops burned the 
house of Bill Anderson, the secessionist. 
His old mother was very corpulent and 
feeble, and could not well be removed, and 
was burned with the house. Afterward, 
Anderson captured an entire company of 
Federal cavalry and shot them all. Local 
commanders or commandants in small lo- 
calities, had got into the habit of levying 
so-called assessments upon Secessionists, or 
supposed Secessionists (such as of corn, 
oats, bacon, and so on), and distributing 
them arou among their commands, after 
ae officers’ portions for themselves. 

“This was about the state of affairs when 
Gen. Schofield assumed the command. Mis-

The whole ring 
system is about 36,000 miles wide, and there

What lesson is there in this? That Repub- 

lics are ungrateful to their District Judges? 
That city life is demoralizing in its un- 
avoidable tendency t extravagant living? 
That the simplicity of our fathers has been 
swept out of existence by the Midas-like 
luxuriousness of corporation millionaires of 
to-day? That a profession which regards 
$5,000 a year as “starvation Wages” must 
be literally the most gilt-edged profession 
ever known to this mundane sphere? Or, 
that Judge Priest is to go on record as be- 
ing able to slowly starve to death“ on 
more money than any other man who ever 
before took that lugubrious route into the 
great unknown? 


This self-drawn picture of United States 
District Judge Henry S. Priest slowly starv- 
to death on $5,000 a year is fraught with 

with deep significance, mingled with which 
there is an element of terror for all good and 
ssourians. The Governor of this 
Commonwealth receives a sale 


United States Judges: n dispro- 
portionate to the Tespon ty placed upon 
them and to the value of their services to 
the country at large. There was Justice 
Miller of the Supreme Bench, the value of 
whose services can hardly be overestimated. 
Yet after long years of faithful performance 
of the duties of his high office Judge Miller 
died a poor man, leaving his family almost 
entirely without provision for the future. 
And in another instance there is to-day 
in Washington City the widow of a Judge 
of the: United States Supreme Court who is 
keeping a boarding-house to support her- 
self and children. This surely should not be, 
in the case of the widow of a lawyer so 
eminent as to have reached the Supreme 
bench. 

“The salaries of United States District 
and Circuit Judges should be at least $10,- 
000 a year, and of the Supreme Court Judges 
at least $15,000 a year. In these days of big 
fees and of great incomes arising from gen- 
eral practice, $15,000 even appears almost in- 
significant; That amount is sometimes paid 
for the handling of one case. As for the 
salary of $5,000 paid to United States Dis- 
trict Judges, it is a poor lawyer nowadays 
who cannot average that yearly income, 
with not half the responsibility and work. 
Take my own case, poor lawyer that I am, 
in the few days that have elapsed since the 
fact was made public that I had resigned 
this judgeship, and intended building up a 
private practice, I have already received of- 
fers of legal business that will pay me 
more in fees than one entire year’s salary 
in this. office. 

I any reform is to be instituted in this 
direction it will have to come through the 
assistance of the public press of this country 
in touch with the people. The judges them- 
selves cannot move in the matter: their 
official dignity prevents this. And yet it 
is a well-known fact that no lawyer can 
afford to accept the life-long office of United 
States Judge unless he has private means 
sufficient to provide for his family without 

lacing dependence upon his official salary.

lawyers besides Judge Priest, so it must be 
after all that the legal fraternity has 
solved that remarkable problem of how it 
is possible for a man to slowly starve to 
death on $5,000 per year. Judge J. E. Mo- 
Keighan, Mr. A. J. P. Garesche. Mr. Lev- 
erett Bell, Judge Upton Young, Mr. Ashley 
C. Clover and other lawyers were among 
the number seen. The general consensus 
of opinion seems to be that United States 
Judges are woefully underpaid; that the pe- 
cuniary returns from general practice far 
exceed those from either Federal or State 
Judgeships, and that the honor attached to 
these positions is all the reward coming 
from the holding of them. It was statéd 
that there gre fully thirty lawyers in gen- 
eral practice in St. uls whose incomes 
from their practice reaches every year a 
total of more than $15,000; that there are at 
jeast four legal firms in this city that 
make from $40,000 to $75,000 per annum, and 
that the average income of lawyers in St.

The necklace and earrings of state, of 
triple rows of rubies and diamonds inter- 
mingled, and an abundance of rings for 
fingers and toes, the latter taking the place 
of stockings in Burmah. 4 

The intricate chains whereon hung the 
royal orders and decorations; the eight 
gorgeous fans wherewith his majesty’s 
heated brow was cooled, and mosquitoes 
kept at bay. 

And last, but not least, the famous be- 
jeweled peacock, the emblem of all that 
was sacred in the royal authority, to say 
nothing of all the smaller items which 
go to swell the Oriental’s embodiment of 
his idea of magnificence. 

MUST HAVE BEEN MISSED. 

What became of them all? The only cer- 
tainty is that since the night of the occupa- 
og they have never been publicly heard 


of. 

It is of course just possible that King 
Theebaw, on the approach of danger, made 
off with them to some safe place against 
the turn of his fortune’s tide. Indeed, he 
is said to have loaded them on ten ele- 
phants, which did not get away. But if 
they really did get away how was it that 
their absence was not commented on at the 
time? They surely must have been missed, 
and as a prize committee was appointed 
they should have made inquiries, 

It is not to be inferred that I can see 
how the English had any right to sack 
the dwelling of a king who had surrendered 
at discretion without resistance, but to 
point out the facts, if its contents were con- 
sidered lawful booty they should have been 
dealt with in a lawful way. 

Shwe Daik Atvin Woon, at that time a 
Minister, and in possession of the keys of 
the strong room, says that when by royal 
command he handed over the keys to the 
British political agent, all these things were 
intact.

The art that Catharine de Medicis had 
placed upon its feet grew and expanded un- 
til, during the reign of Louis XV., Ver- 
sailles was known through the worid as The 
Perfumed Court.“ A century and a half 
before at powdered heads had come in, 
and this custom became so universal that 
the costume of the deepest mourning and 
the greatest mark of sorrow was to go un- 
powdered. The powder used was made of 
starch and it Seldom happened that it was 
left unperfumed. So great; during its pop- 
ularity, was the amount of labor required 
to construct a woman’s coiffure that the 
maids and matrons of the court were ac- 
customed upon retiring for the night to care- 
fully tie up their heads in great strips of 
white cloth, in order that they might not 
have to undergo the task of hairdressing 
each day. 

Perfumed snuff was habitually used by 
Prince de Conde and it was in this noble-

“Tt is not true that we need silver to 
broaden our foundations «of ~ redemption 
money, or to afford us a better circulating 
medium, nor, in thé sense in which it ‘is 
charged, that the business of the country 
under the gold standard is done on corpora- 
tion paper. What is true is that business is 
done on checks, as the most convenient form 
of settlement, and that only about one-tenth 
of it needs to be transacted With actual 
cash. It is as foolish to protest against this 
as it would be to demand that a man should 
carry about with him for the daily transac- 
tion of his business all thé money of which 
he may be possessed. 

„Let me see. I have here in my pocket 
now about $30, but that does not necessar- 
ily mean that $30 is all the Money I have 
available in the world, It simply means that 
whatever else should be necesSary is equal- 
ly available to me in the form of bank bal- 
ances, etc., against which I should check if 
necessary. Nor is it true that under the gold 
standard, money is scarce and hard to get 
for business purposes. It is a fact, on the 
contrary, that rarely has there been a time 
when money was easier to get for safe en- 
terprises and investments than the present.

The Confederate President; Was Liberal 
But Would Not Brook the Men- 
tion of Money. 


The gifts of Mr. Edward G. Eggeling as a 
story-teller are well understood and duly 
appreciated about the City Hall, where he 
served many years as Superintendent of 
Parks, and where he has been a welcome 
visifor ever since. Mr. Eggeling has never 
ceased to visit his old haunts during his four 
years of private citizenship, and the pros- 
pect of his return as the incumbent of the 
position that he filled with credit for many 
years is very gratifying to them.

fenders. As yet not half a dozen cars in the 
city, outside of the motors on the Southern 
electric, which have always carried them, 
are equipped with these life-savers. 

Half a dozen street railway presidents 
and general managers were seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter and asked why no steps 
have been taken towards complying with 


the ordinance. They all declared they have 
been experimenting with various fenders 


time limit set by the ordinance. They seid 
they would only be too glad to comply with 


the ordinance, as it will aid them in cases 

where damage suits are brought against 

them for. injuries or death.

The Citizens’ Railway Co. also runs its 
cars at an excessively high rate of speed. 
Its western términus is at Wells Station, 
eight miles west of the city, and the run is 
made in less time than the Suburban makes 
it. When one takes into consideration the 
fact that the tracks of this road from 
Fourth street west to the power-house on 
Easton avenue, beyond Vandeventer ave- 
nue, were built of very light material for 
use as a cable road years ago, and that 
extra heavy motor cars are now run over 
them at such a high rate of speed, the 
danger at once becomes apparent. Not 
only do the same dangers. from accidents 
and loss of life at crossihgs and along the 
right 6f way exist, but passengers are lia- 
ble to injury from cars ing the track. 
Passers-by and residents along the streets 
in which the tracks are laid are also in 
great danger. 

The west end of the line is all new, ahd 
extra heavy long rails with cemented joints 
are used.

Judge Thomas J. Portis was poring over a

“Under such conditions, is it one of the 
possibilities that a spirit, having once lived 
on this earth in material form, might be 
again necessitated to return to this earthly 
grade, either in progress or retrogression? 
To be recincarnated on earth?’ 


Many people believe this; I do not. Such 
a belief is part of the belief of Theosophy, 
which I studied for some years. In the be- 
ginning, Theosophy was pure spiritualism, 
but this belief in reincarnation and in the 
existence of Mahatmas, and in the possibil- 
ity of the voluntary separation of the

“What is a Mahatma?“ 

“I should describe a Mahatma, according 
to the claims made by those who believe in 
such things, as a man having power to live 
in either the material or the spiritual world 
at will, having power over this change 
from our present condition, known as the 
change of death; having power to project 
his astra! or spiritual body wherever he de- 
sired it should go, leaving for the time be- 
ing his earthly body deprived of its spiri- 
tual essence; having power to communi- 
cate without the aid of sach material acces- 
sories as the mails or the ‘telegraph, with 
Mahatmas or others in any other part of 
the world whenever he so wished.” 8 


“Mme. Blavatsky and William Q. Judge 
claimed to be Mahatmas, did they not? Were 
they spiritualists?“ 


“I am not accurately posted as to their 
claims as Theosophists. Mme. Blavatsky 
was originally. a believer in spiritualism, but 
abandoned that belief or philosophy for 
Theosophy. I think also that Judge began 
as a spiritualist.” 

Is Judge the recognized successor of 
1 as the head of the Theosophical 
cult?“ N 

By no manner of means; indeed, he has, 
I believe, broken with the older organiza- 
tion of that school, which recognizes Annie 
Besant as Mme. Blavatsky’s successor. 
Next to Annie Besant, probably, stands the 
Countess of Caithness, who has gone deep- 
ly into the study of spiritualism as well as of 
Theosophy, and whose book, The Mystery 
of the Ages,’ should be read by all who are 
investigating the subject.“ 

What is the present connection between 
spiritualism and Theosophy?’ 

J think some of the truths and manifes- 
tations of spiritualism are used and taught 
by the Theosophists, but there ts no other 
connection.” 

“In what relation does spiritualism stand 
toward hypnotism?’ 

“In my opinion mediumistic power is at 
the bottom of hypnotism, and of what is 
known as hypnotic control—the influence 
of one spirit over another.

It is 


THE CAUSE OF SILVER.

The purpose of this article is to present

| but clear view of the cause of silver and to 
show why it sHould be restored to our mon- 
étary system and placed there on an equal 
footing with gold. 

If it succeeds in so doing, the desire of the 
author will be satisfied, and he will con- 
sider himself amply repaid for the time and 
exertion expended upon it. : 


Within the past month this moment- 
ous question has assumed proportions equal 
to its importance and now bids fair to be 
the leading issue in the campaign of 1896. 


Already the rumblings of the great oncom- 
ing wave are becoming heard throughout 
the land, and, as the county and State con- 
ventions draw near, it is heard more and 
more, and all indications are that by 1896 
the question will have assumed the position 
above indicated. 

As our monetary system now stands, we 
are entirely on a gold basis, and the ques- 
tion before us is Shall we remain so?’ 
We have adopted the gold standard, and are 
asked to continue it. Is it wise that we 
shall do.so?.

A TAX ON NOBLEMEN. 
Ingenious French Idea to Help Pay 
ao the National Debt. 


French marquises, counts and barons are 
growing as common as asparagus in the 
month of May. Every well-dressed man in 
Paris thinks himself dishonored if his but- 
tonhole is not ornamented with a decora- 
tion of some kind, or if on his visiting card 
his coronet is not engraved. Never have 
there been more aristocrats in France than 
under the third republic. 

One of the remarkable things about this 
is that the great majority have no right to 


prefix a title to their names, but, as the of- 


fense is a harmless one, no serious objection 
has beén raised so far by the authorities. 
On the contrary, it seems as if the Govern- 
ment were rather inclined to countenance 
titles. Such is the opinion of a learned 
Deputy, M. Girault, who, when Parliament 
reassembles, intends to introduce a bill by 
which all noblemen shall be taxed. 

The tariff will vary according to the de- 
gree in the ranks of nobility selected by a 
party in quest of aristocratic glory. A 
prince will be compelled to pay the maxi- 
mum tariff, a duke will come next on the 
echedule, and all the titles will be submitted 
to an inflexible law, which M. Girault has 
carefully prepared, and which is destined to 
ameliorate the financial condition of the 
nation and ae 2 ‘hss to come the 
equilibrium of the budget. : 

However revolutionary, M. Glrauit's plan 
may appear, no one will deny that it is 
a most democratic resolution, for a noble 
title being anything but an article of ab- 
solute N only those with money 
to spare will have anything to pay. It 
is an original method of making the rich 
bear a larger share of the burdens of tax- 
ation. Without doing this by taxing their 
incomes direct, it taxes.their titles as an 
article of luxury and as something which 
gives the possessors a certain homage in 
the eyes of the people, for which they ought 
to be willing to m Bo eT EES 

„M. Girault’s law, hotwithstanding its 
originality,”’. saya. a French writer, has 
been turned. to ridicule in France before it 
has been read for the first time in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. 1 .ere are some who ask 
if it would not be better to organize an im- 
mense lottery, the. grand prize of which 
would be a title of prince and the lesser ones 
titles of lower order. The journey to Rome 
would be avoided, and all titles possessed 
by Frenchmen would be strictly national. 

“There would be a rapid decline in the 
price of foreign titles. An Austrian baron 
would not fetch much in the French mar- 
ket, and Italian marquesses and Roman 
counts would always purchasable very 
cheap.

Mrs. Walker’s early married life was spent 
in the South and later in this city, where 
she was very popular in society as a young 
matron.

Her first effort in literature was a book,

Before the ceremony an old man 
lights the fish. They burn like a row of 
candles and throw a wierd light over the 
congregation at their devotion. 
These fish are sO common in the waters 
of Alaska that the natives scoop them up 
with a board.. A large plank like a,paddie 
is studded with nails and an Indian stand- 
ing on the shore or in a boat sweeps it 
through the water gathering in great num- 
bers of these natural candles when the 
shoal is thick. At New Westminster last 
week the catch of candle fish was so large 
that they are now being frozen by the ton, 
and it is proposed to N them to different 
points as an experiment. This will jeopardize 
the oil monopoly all along the Pacific 
Coast. 

Another advantage about these creatures 
is that if they are not available as candles, 
they may be eaten, and they also make an 


are so full of fat as to be almost trans- 
parent. 

The scientific name of these creatures is 
Thaleichthys Pacificus, but none of the 
natives of Alaska would recognize them 
other than as water candles.“ They are 
described as an anadromous deep-sea sal- 
monold fish. 

They resemble the smelt in form, but with 
weaker dentition and smaller scales, and 
they are of dusky coloration, growing to 
nearly a foot in length. In the sprin 
immense shoals of these fish are to be met 
with along the whole northwest coast of 
America, and the ascend all the rivers 
north of the Columbia to spanw.

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HOW TO USE A 
CHAFING DISH.

Recipes From Chicken a la Pou- 
lette to Plain Ham and Eggs. 


By learning how to use a chafing dish 
properly one can obtain better meals than in 
an ordinary boarding house at a considera- 
bly lower cost. The meals, in fact, may be 
as good as can be had ina first-class restur- 
ant, and in this case the cost of the home 
made repast may be eight or ten times less 
than the other. * 

Skill in the use of the chafing dish will 
enable a great number of persons of small 
means to solve part of the problem of liv- 
dng. It can be used in the smallest room or 
fiat without inconvenience. 

For those who wish to cook a little for 
their amusement or at times when other 


People cannot be found to do the cooking 


this admirable utensil is equally valuable. 

I have often prepared an attractive and 
gatisfactory meal for four persons in one 
chafing dish. I have traveled through Eu- 
rope with friends, using one continually. 
Our plan was to rent inexpensive odgings, 
take our dinner in a good réstaurant an 
cook breakfast, supper and all other meais 
en the chafing dish. In this way one can go 
through Europe very economically and live 
better than in any but first-class hotels, I 
Would never go on a journey without a 

hafing dish. 

2 HOW TO USE A CHAFING DISH. 

Bachelors, girls living in small rooms, and 
all who wish to do light housekeeping 
should should have one chafing dish and 
an alcohol lamp with a small tea-kettle. Fill 
the lamp with alcohol and then light it, and 
then put the tea kettle on first, with water. 
Then fill the lamp for the chafing dish, light 
it, and fill the lower pan half full with 
water. Place the top pan on the lower one 
and the chafing dish is ready for use. 

Both simple and elaborate dishes can be 
made in the chafling-dish, as I have often 
shown in my lectures and classes. I will 
now give detailed instructions to cook a 
number of dishes of both kinds, beginning 
with the elaborate ones, to show how much 
can be done with the chafling-dish. 

OYSTERS A LA CRECY. 

To prepare oysters a la Crecy, place 
twenty large oysters, without their liquor, 
in a chafing-dish. “Add one tablespoonful 
of Rhine wine or one tablespoonful of lemon 
juice, one even teaspoonful of salt, one- 
quarter teaspoonful of white pepper, and 
one ounce of butter. Cook till the oysters 

n to ruffle. 
our the oysters in a dish. Put one-half 
tablespoonful of butter into the chafing- 


dish, add one-half tablespoonful of flour, 


stir and cook two minutes; add three-quar- 
ters of a cupful of oyster liquor, a little 
beef extratt, one-quarter of a bay leaf, eight 
whole peppers; season with one-quarter 
teaspoonful salt; cook five minutes. Re- 
move the bay leaf and peppers, put in the 
oysters without the broth, mix the yolks of 
two eggs with one-half gill of cream, stir 
for a few minutes, add one-half tablespoon- 
ful of lemon juice and serve. 
CLAMS A LA MARYLAND. 
To cook clams a la Maryland remove the 
les from twenty soft clams. Place the 
—— with one tablespoonful of butter, in 
a saucepan, add one tablespoonful of fine- 
cut truffles, two tablespoonfuls of sherry 
wine, one-quarter of a teaspoonful of pep- 
per, and cook eight minutes. Be careful 
not to stir them. Mix one-half cupful of 
cream with the yolks of two eggs, add it to 
he clams, let it remain a few minutes to 
eat. but not boil, and then serve. 
OYSTERS A LA NORMANDIE. 
To cook oysters a la Normandie take a 
int of large oysters, place them over the 
— with the juice of one lemon, one tea- 
spoonful of butter, one even teaspoonful of 
seasoning salt, and after letting them sim- 
mer three minutes remove them. Then melt 
one ounce of butter in a saucepan, cookin 
with it for two minutes one tablespoonfu 
of flour. Next a cupful of chicken broth, 
one of oyster liquor, three tablespoonfuls 
of mushroom liquor and a small bouquet 
must be put in and cooked for five minutes, 
Then remove the bouquet and add one-half 
even teaspoonful of beef extract, one-half 
even teaspoonful of seasoning salt, and 
then mix the yolks of two eggs with one 
nful of lemon juice and add this 
Slowly to the sacce. inally put in two 
tablespoonfuls of cream and the oysters; 
let them get very hot and pour over six 
Slices of toast. 
- JPOBSTERS A LA NEWBURG. 
Fxtract the meat from two freshly boiled 
Jobsters an cut it into small pieces. Put in 
two ounces of butter, and as soon as it 
melts put in six fine chop button mush- 
rooms, which must cook three minutes 
without browning. Then the lobster meat 
must be added; also one even teaspoonful 
of truffles and one-half pint of sherry. Let 
this cook three minutes. Mix one and one- 
half cupfuls of cream with the yolks of 
four eggs, and mix it well with the lobster, 
allowing it to remain a few minutes over 
the fire without boiling. ‘

due of cheese, Welsh rarebit, golden buck, 
creamed chicken, clams a la gude, hot pep- 
per roast, Ceylon curry and creamed lob- 
sters. 

Chickens, quail and all small birds can be 
cooked very attractively in the dish.The 
same is true of oysters. 

Now for the ordinary simple dishes. These 
will be particularly valuable for those who 
wish to make breakfast in their own room, 

RAMBLED EGG 

To prepare scrambled eggs break two 
eggs in a bowl, add one-eighth of a tea- 
spoonful of salt and beat until light and 
foamy. Add two tablespoonfuls of cold 
water and beat again two minutes. Putone 
teaspoonful of butter in the chafing dish 
and as soon as it is melted pour in the 
eggs. When they begin to set draw them 
with a spoon from the sides of the pan 
to the center; continue until the eggs are 
thick and creamy. Then lift them with a 
spoon on to a plate and serve. 

SCRAMBLED EGGS AND BACON. 

To prepare the last-named dish with bacon 
remove the lower part of the chafing dish 
and place the upper pan over the lamp. 
Procure three or four thin slices of fine 
bacon, remove the rinds, put the bacon 
in the pan and fry to a delicate brown. 
Remove it with a fork to a plate, break 
two eggs in a cup, pour them into the hot 
bacon fat, let them remain till the white 
is set, then carefully remove them with a 
spatula or pancake turner, lay them over 
the bacon and serve. 

HAM AND EGGS. 

To cook ham and eggs procure a thin slice 
of a fine raw or boiled ham, cut the slice 
in two pleces, put one-half a tablespoonful 
of butter in the upper pan of the chafing 
dish, place the 4 over the lamp. When it 
is hot put in the ham; fry one minute on 
each side, if the ham is cooked, and two 
minutes on each side if itis raw. Lay the 
ham on a plate, break two eggs in a cup, 
pour them into the fat, cook until the 


whites are set, then carefully remove them 
with a spatula and lay them over the ham, 
CHOPPED HAM AND EGGS. 

To make chopped ham and eggs chop two 
ounces of boiled ham very fine. Then place 
in the upper pan of the chafing dish one tea- 
spoonful of butter, add the ham and a little 
pepper, stir and cook three minutes; add 
two well beaten eggs, stir and cook until the 
eggs have formed a compact mixture, turn 
onto a plate and serve. 

LIVER AND BACON. 

To cook liver and bacon procure two small 
slices of calf’s liver and two thin slices of 
fine bacon. Place the upper chafing dish 
over the lamp, put in the bacon and fry light 
brown on each side. In the meantime sea- 
son the two slices of liver with one-quarter 
of a teaspoonful of salt and one-eighth of a 
teaspoonful of pepper and roll them in flour. 
Remove the bacon, put in the liver and cook 
three minutes, lay the liver on the plate 
with the bacon and serve. 

BEEFSTEAK WITH ONIONS, 

Cook the steak the same as in the fore- 
going recipe. After the steak is removed, 
add to the butter one small, fine sliced 
onion, season with little salt, cover and 
cook five minutes; add one-half a teaspoon- 
ful of butter, season the steak with a 
pinch of salt and pepper and pour the onions 
over it. 

FRENCH FRIED POTATOBS. 

Peel two large potatoes and cut them 
lengthwise into six pieces; place the upper 
chafing pan, with one-half pound of lard 
or cottolene, over the lamp. When it is hot 
put in half, of the potatoes tind cook till 
they are light brown. Remove with a skim- 
mer, lay them for a few minutes on paper; 
fry the remainder of them the same way 
and sprinkle over them a little salt, and 


serve. 
BOILED POTATOES. 

Place two well-washed potatoes in the 
lower pan of a chafing dish, cover with wa- 
ter, and ‘boil till a fork will penetrate 
through them easily. Then drain, return 
them a few minutes over the lamp to dry,

of pepper. Dust the fish with 
then dip into beaten egg and cover 
bread or cracker crumbs. Melt one- 
half a tablespoonful of lard or butter in the 
upper pan of a chafing dish, put in the 
fish, and cook light brown on each side. 
In the meantime ,mix one teaspoonful of 
grated nutmeg, one-half a tablespoonful of 
lemon juige and one-half a teaspoonful of 
fine-choppéd parsley. When the fish is done 
lay it on a warm dish, spread over the but- 
ter and serve.. 

A little practice in carrying out the recipes 
I have given will enable a person to prepare 
a great number of other dishes.

The Cook’s Domain. 


The days of the cheering claret punch 
and the refreshing sherry cobbler have 
come. To make the former use one 
quart of iced water, one quart of claret, 
two slices of pineapple cut into dice, one 
sliced banana, two oranges, peeled, sliced 
and seeded, half pint strawberries, half 
pint red raspberries, three lemons peeled, } 
sliced and seeded, one cup granulated 
Sugar; put together the lemons, oranges, 
one slice pineapple and half of the 
berries and strew them with sugar. Let 
them stand half an hour at least. Press 
all the juice from them, and put this with 
the claret and iced water. Add the re- 
mainder of the cut-up pineapple, the ba- 
nana and the berries and serve. 


Tomatoes en mayonnaise make a dish to 
tempt a dyspeptic. Take eight tomatoes 
of even size and peel with a sharp knife. 
Put them on the ice. Make a mayonnaise 
dressing. When the tomatoes are ice cold 
cut a small piece out of each one. Set the 
tomatoes on a flat dish with crisp lettuce 
leaves. Fill the heart of each tomato with 
mayonnese dressing. 


Strawberry saracen is a dish which rivals 
shortcake. Line the bottom of a china dish 
with slices of thin buttered toast. Fill the 
dish with strawberries closely packed.

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CLOTHES FOR THE POOR. 

Paris ig divided into twenty arrondisse- 
ments or wards. Each has its own mayor 
and common council. If a parent is so l- 
starred that he cannot clothe his child (ö 
don’t say children, for the French family 
only averages a child and a half) he has 
only to notify the mayor of his arrondisse- 
ment; if he doesn't, some officious neighbor 
will. In due time the child is sent for by 
the proper authority, who not only dresses 
him decently, but comfortably and often 
fashionably. 

No second-hand goods are used. Every 
garment distributea is brand new and the 
proper fit. Boots and stockings, a blouse 
er upron of everlasting jeans to save the 
outfit, caps, hats, wraps and in the win- 
ter gloves are included. As might be sup- 
posed, from the national love of uniforms, 
these free garments are neither cut from 
the same cloth nor made on the same plan. 

If the child has been the butt of nature 
his defects are made as bearable as pos- 
sible by skilled medical advice, accurately 
fitted glasses and surgical g In the 
eyes of the State every boy is a French sol- 
dier, and every girl is the mother of one, 
which has a great deal to do with the ex- 
cellent quality of the clothing furnished, 
particularly of the underwear and foot- 
wear, 

There is a perfectly appointed kitchen and 
a capable cook and assistant in every school. 
A piping-hot meal is served at noon. If the 
pupil does not care to buy it he can bring 
his own chop, egg, fish or pot-pie, and the 
cuisinere will cook it for him. In the 
poorer sections a breakfast is served at 8:30 
o'clock in the morning and a lunch at 4 
o'clock, in addition to the noonday repast. 

VACATION TRIPS, TOO. 

The school hours are from 8:30 to -.:30 
and from 2 until 4 o’clock. Special classes 
are in session from 4 until 6, and all day 
Thursday, for the accommodation of the 
children whose parents are away from home 
all day. The school year lasts ten months, 
but during the vacation the State continues 
to look after the youngsters. 

Vacation trips, varying from one to thirty 
days, are provided, the directors in the 
Board of Education maintaining that the 
pup will not prefit by the instruction un- 
ess he has had a pleasant vacation.

This was particular- 
the case with remains found on battle- 
elds most disastrous to the North, and 
notably so in tHe prison at — * N. 
C., where all records of interments, if any 
existed, had been lost. 


‘Bo vigorously, however, was the work 
prosecuted on the whole, that by the end 
of the year 1368 seventy-two National cem- 
eteries had been founded, and in them, in 
connection with 320 local cemeteries in vari- 
ous localities, the Government assumed 
charge of 316,233 graves. Since 1868 eleven 
additional National cemeteries have been 
planted, with 14,459 more graves,

In Virginia, the great theater of the war 
in the East, it was found necessary to lay 
out seventeen different National cemeteries.

“The first stirring campaign I remember 
well and participated in was that of 1868. 

' Bouthwest Missouri was then the stronghold 
dk Democracy, just as it is now the citadel 
of Bald Knob Republicanism. 

“John 8S. Phelps of Springfield was the 
nominee for Governor and it was about the 
Hveliest campaign the State of Missouri 
ever saw. Into the arena came Phelps and 
Sherwood and McAfee and Jim Craig and 
Colby, Frank P. Blair, Dave Armstrong, 
Dave Rea, Dave Atchison and all the other 
Davids and Goliaths of the time. 

This was the first campaign the Demo- 
crate had dared to make in eight years. 
Confederate Democrats were still disfran- 
chised and under the Drake Constitution it 
could only be a compaign of noise and 


bluster and fustian. Honest voting was out 
of the question. But Blair and Phelps made 
it lively for the adherents of Republicanism: 
and succeeded in running to earth those 
who thought they owned the whole State of 
Missouri. McClung, the nominee of thé Re- 
publicans, was also a Southwest Missourian, 
and, while he was elected by a big majority, 
together with E. O. Stanard of St. Louis as 
Lieutenant vernor, this canvass broke 
the power of his party and left him to his- 
tory as the last Republican Governor. 


In 1870 the Liberal Republican party was 
born. Col. Dave Armstrong was politically 
killed for affiliating with Gen. John MeN er 
in 1878, but McNeil was one of the prime 
movers in the scheme of 1870 whereby Re- 
publicanism was destroyed in this State. 

“Charlie Johnson was a power in those 
days. Coming from Illinois a young lawyer 
and printer and making up in dignity what 
he lacked otherwise, he was brought into 
the councils of the time and helped ma- 
terially in the campaign that followed. B. 
Grats Brown, a St. Louis lawyer, who had 
edited the Democrat with such signal ability 
that he carried a bullet in his knee, was 
nominated for Governor. Small, red-haired 
and stooping, he was absolutely fearless and 
stumped the State with conspicuous success. 
Immediately upon his election he appointed 
as his private secretary Frederick N. Jud- 
son, a young fellow just out of Yale Col- 
lege, who proceeded to take upon himself the 
cares and responsibilities of office, and it is 
said the letters he wrote in those days to the 
Governors of other States upon vexed ques- 
tions of extradition and interstate comity 
were worthy a place in the State Depart- 
ment at Washington. But he got bravely 
over it, and. is now one of the leading law- 
yers of Missouri. 


“In 1872 the Liberal Republican move- 
ment reached its fruition. The Democratic 
State Convention of that year was the 
largest, ‘bitterest and most hotly contested 
in the history of the State. The leading 
candidates were James S. Rollins and Wm. 
H. Hatch. The chairman of the convention 
was a St. Joseph lawyer named Silas Wood- 
gson—the finest orator Missouri ever knew. 
Day after day and night after night the 
convention balloted without result. But 
Editor Gilbert of the St. Joe Gazette was 
all the while nursing a scheme for the nom- 
ination of Woodson, and at the proper time 
he sprang it upon the delegates with such 
cleverness that it arousex wild enthusiasm. 
Woodson was nominated for Governor ang 
Charlie Johnson for Lieutenant-Governor, 
and both were elected. This is where John- 
son gets his present title of Governor. You 
will remember, however, that Johnson was 
not exactly the choice of the convention.

P. Johnson. 


ign of 1874 was a beauty. I 
don't think I ever saw such exciting times. 
The ex-Confederate element, enfranchised 
four years previously, began to feel and ap- 

reciate its power. In the language of 

aj. John N. Edwards, the most pictur- 
esque editor the State ever had. ‘the rebels 
were in the saddle and pushing things.’ 
The Democratic State Convention nominat- 
ed for Governor a Mexico lawyer named 
Charies H. Hardin. Hardin was a mem- 
ber of the Missouri Senate in 1861 and went 
with the Confederates at Neosho when Gov. 
Claiborne F. Jackson convened the Assem- 
biy in that city. He was virtually a Union 
man, for he fourht secession all the way 
from Jefferson City to the hour the Assem- 
bly adjourned from Neosho. But the Union 
Democrats raised a terrible cry. They said 
the rebels had got control of the party and 
would carry it to the demnition bow-wows. 
Inasmuch as about three-fourth of us were 
rebel Democrats, I never did see any rea- 
gon why the majority should not rule. But 
‘there was a little coterie down here at St. 
Louis which for a quarter of a century had 
run things, and its power was about to be 
broken. The head of this coterie was the 
Missourf Republican, Col. James O. 
Broadhead, Samuel T. Glover, William 
Hyde and Col, J. G. Prather. How many of 
these were in the Granger movement which 
followed the nomination of Hardin I don’t 
romember, but I do know that the ‘Granger 
ted met and nominated for Governor 

ul. William Gentry of Sedalia. Gentry 
Was a typieal Missouri farmer. He had 
acquired great wealth from his broad acres 
and he was known all over the State for his 
bleoded horses and cattle, his magnificent 
farm and old-fashioned hospitality. He had 
been a Union man during the war, Major of 
a home guard company, and was, altogether, 
splendid material for Governor. 

The Missouri Republican bolted the nom- 
ination of Hardin and declared for entry. 
Col. Broadhead was asked by the Demo- 
cratic State Committee to stump the State 
for Hardin, but he replied in a letter in the 
Missouri Republican so full of denunciation 
and patriotism that I thought he had buried 
the Democratic ticket fathoms deep. He 
certainly did the best he could to bury it, 
and to this day the wonder is that the Dem- 
ocrats survived that campaign. With im- 

lacable foes within ard without, they 
ought valiantly, and to my astonish.nent 
Hardin was elect<«d by about 38,000.

and not to be monopolized by the few in or- 
der to exploit the many. If they say, like 
Bishop Newman once said in these columns, 
that God created the rich to be the almoners 
of the poor—His, special divinely-appointed 
agents to have general supervisory power 
over the interests of the masses and to dis- 
tribute the good things of earth—then, while 
this is the most logical of all arguments 
advan s interest of a bad cause, 
it is brutal and insulting to intelligence and 
reason. It disrespects religion and seeks 
to throw the responsibility for poverty, 
vice and crime on the Almighty. It says 
God created us and appointed us his agents, 
and if he used poor judgment in making 
selections we are not to blame.” 


The Single Tax Fiscally and Morally. 


The single tax is a tax only in name and 
form. Its promoters propose to take for 
the use of the whole community an equiva- 
lent in money of the values accruing in 
land, irrespective of any improvements that 
may be placed thereon. These values arise 
from competition among the people for the 
choice locations and who are willing to 
pay for exclusive possession thereof. This 
is the cause of the rise of land value, and 
it will continue to exist as long as the nat- 
ural law of supply and demand, which causes 
fluctuations in price, exists, and that means 
eternity. In a state of civilization absolute 
possession must be guaranteed to the oc- 
cupier of certain areas in order to en- 
courage and imulate improvements and 
investment of Capital in legitimate business, 
but that is all that is required and that 
is all that is guaranteed at present. The 
highest land title to-day is a “tenantry 
in fee simple.“ 

Our present system encourages capital- 
ists to anticipate the advance of population 
to new territory and the improvements and 
social betterments which necessarily follow, 
and vast sums of money are withdrawn or 
withheld from legitimate enterprise every 
year and invested in vacant or poorly im- 
proved lands, Which are held at constantly 
increasing prices. This disposition of capi- 
tal retards and restricts improvements, 
checks industry and prevents laborers from 
acquiring that which stands between them 
and starvation, or crime, or “hoboism;” 
that which, to secure, prevents the miseries 
of broken families, the pauperization and 
demoralization of the young and the de- 
bauchery of mothers and daughters; that 
which is declared to be a heritage from 
on high and which abounds in illimitable 
numbers everywhere and in everything ex- 
cept landlordism. That great blessing is an 
opportunity to earn an honest living. Land- 
lordism gives no work to workingmen and 
no trade to the business man. It causes 

anics and destroys trade and industry. 

t imperceptibly permeates every avenue of 
legitimate business and enterprise, stealing 
away its substance as a thief in the night; 
germinates the seeds of decay at the roots 
of morality and good citizenship, and if not 
checked will destroy republican institu- 
‘tlons and enthrone despotism and tyranny.

FIXED STAR. 


Astronomical’ Problem the Star 
Sharps Are Trying to Solve.

An interesting disqussion took place re- 
cently in Paris at 4 meeting of scientists as 
to the distance of the nearest fixed star. A 
number of astronpimers had been asked to 
make observations} of n certain star, and 
then to report the result of these observa- 
tions to the meeting. 

It was discovered. that no two calculations 
agreed; but the astfonomers departed with 
feelings of great satisfaction, for in no case 
was the difference between any two results 
greater than twenty billion miles. 

There are eight planets moving about the 
sun, of which the éarth is one, and astrono- 
mers have calculated, with very little chance 
of error, the distance of these bodies from 
each other and from the sun. The various 
results can be odnveniently recorded in 


miles. ‘ | 

But when we come to the fixed stars, 
which are themselves suns, many of them 
far larger and brighter and hotter than our 


own sun, and around every one of which it is 
not improbable that a family of planets is 
moving, the task of computing tance is 
far more difficult....The abyss of space that 
separates us from our nearest stellar neigh- 
bor is so enormous that the human mind can 
not even form the slightest conception of it. 
Even astronomersg Who are suspected by 
some of possessing minds of more than hu- 
man capabilities, ‘fess that this distance 
can not be adequately represented in terms 
of miles. * 

Nor is the ordinary astronomical unit, or 
distance of the sun from the earth, suf - 
ficiently large to be convenient in expressing 
the distance of the arate. That is, if we at- 
tempt to denote the distance of the nearest 
fixed star by stating that it is “so many 
times the distance of the earth from the 
sun,“ it is found that this unit is entirely too 
small to be used nh convenience, though it 


is at a distance of ten light 
that it is so far aWay 


years for its light to reach us, sup 
it to have just sprung into existence. 


It is curtous to think that such compara- 
tively insignificant creatures as human be- 
ings, inhabiting a fifth-rate planet, re- 
volving und a third-rate sun, should be 


able to compute with any degree of ac-} 


curacy the enormous distance of any one of 
these stars. The magnitudes are so great 
that the ordinary mind can .comprehend 
them only when they are represented by 
some illustrative comparison. This may be 
done as follows: 


. If we select any flat surface, such as a 


level field, and place on it a globe two feet 
in diameter, we may consider this the sun. 
Mercury, which is the nearest planet to 
the sun, as well as the smallest of all the 
planets, will be represented.by a ain of 
mustard seed at a distance of eighty-two 
feet. Venus will be indicated by a small 
pea at a distance of 142 feet from the afore 
said globe. The earth will be a slightly 
— 35 pea 215 feet from the globe. ars 
will become a rather large pinhead at a dis- 
tance of 327 feet from the central body. 
Jupiter, the largest of all the planets—in 
fact, larger than all the others put together 
—will assume the respectable dimensions 
of a moderate-sized orange nearly a quar- 
ter of a mile from the globe. Saturn, the 
beautiful ringed planet, will be represented 
by a small ——< two-fifths of a mile from 
the mock sun. ranus will be a full-sized 
cherry or a small plum three-fourths of a 
mile from the same object. Neptune, the 
most remote of all the planets, so far as 
known, will be fairly indicated by a good- 
sized plum at a distance of one mile and 
a quarter. 

It, however, we attempt, on the same 
scale to indicate the distance of the nearest 
fixed.star, we impose a heavy task on our 
power of imagination. For such a star 
would be represented Dy another globe 
about two feet in diameter, at a distance of 
8,000 miles, in other words, at the antipodes 
at the other side of the earth, at the end of 
a line drawn through the earth's center 
from the globe representing the sun. 

In 1838, Bessel succeeded in demonstrating 
and measuring -the parallax of the star 
known as 61 Cygni, and then, by a pro- 
tracted series of culations, in determin- 
ing the distance of this star as 60,000,000,000 
of miles. This announcement creat a 

eat sensation in the scientifie world, and 
he fortunate Bessel was ! with con- 

ratulations and medals of honor. Then 

truve published the results of his obser- 
vations of the same star, in which he lo- 
cated it at not less than 40,000,000,000 of 
miles. Curiously enough this anmnounce- 
ment was received as a confirmation of 
Bessel’s discovery. A matter of 20,000,000,000 
of miles was a trifle. 

However, one star is known to be nearer 
than 61 Cygni. This is the star known as 
Alpha Centauri, which is situated in the 
left foot of the constellation of the Centaur 
in the southern heavens... It is never visible 
in northern latitudes, and ita distance is 
about thirty-five billion miles. This dis- 
tance is represented in terms of light 
years, as explained above, 3.6; that is to 
say, if this star should suddenly spring in- 
to existence from nothingness we should
